One lot of government papers declare 
that the Reciprocity clause of the 
Refoim party’s platform, as declared 
recently at Ottawa, is disloyal; also 
that there were not many young men 
present at the great convention. 
Another batch of tory papers insist that 
the Reform party’s policy as to Reci¬ 
procity differs but little from that of 
the government, and that there were 
too many young men present. Between 
tliese diverso opinions the tory papers 
may continue to oscilate, but it will 
give thinking people tho notion that 
the Reformers have hit the exact 
policy the.country demands. 

Mu. Lauriek, speaking at Waterloo, 
on Dominion Day, said, “The National 
policy has been particularly destruc- 
tix'o to tho agricultural interests of the 
country. On the one hand it lias 
loaded tho farmer down with extra 
taxes : on tho other hand it has re¬ 
stricted his market. Thus doubly 
overburdened, the farmer has been 
fighting a losing battle, and the 
depreciation of his property marks his 
gradual defeat.’’ There is taken out of 
tho people of Canada over #20,000,000 
every year in customs taxes, if every 
•rent collected through the operations 
of the protective policy wont into the 
treasury, it could be borne, but for 
every dollar that goes into tho public 
coffers i?j? or #3 goes into tho pockets 
of tho protected manufacturers, “I," 
said Mr. Laurier, “ object to thiu. 
Cheers). I say that not a cent should 
bo collected beyond what is required to 
meet tho country’s necessities. We 
will tax for revenue but not one cent 
for protection. 

The deserted farms and homes of 
some of tho New England States have 
time and again boon used by the tory 
press to present a picture of life worse 
than can be found in Canada. The 
same press however, forget to-day that 
protection has been longer and more 
severe in the United States than here. 
They forget to quote the congressman 
who said when asked about legislating 
for the good of the farmer, “ D— the 
farmer anyway, are all the rest of tho 
people to suffer to please a few. far¬ 
mers.” Tho fact remains, however, 
that the farmer, unless occupying good 
lands, has been legislated out of a 
living. The fact also remains that 
despite tho poverty depicted by the 
tory press, the exodus continues. 
Surely tho people do not incur vast 
expense and sever old time associations 
merly to rush from affluence to poverty. 
The tory press must tell us some other

celebrated, the weather being fine but 
rather warm. The Canadian Pavilion 
was profusely decorated outsido and in 
with the red, white and blue; and was 
of couri-e the general rendezvous of 
Canadians from early morning till 
night, with the exception of the ad¬ 
journment to the great Festival Hall, 
where the orations of the day \&ro de¬ 
livered and the music discoursed. 
“Victoria House,” just across from 
the Pavilion, was also alive with 
English and Colonial visitors, where a 
joint meeting was held about noon, 
with Sir II. T. Wood, English Com 
missioner, as chairman, and congratu* 
ltttory resolutions passed, which are 
to-day cabled to the Duke of York and 
Princess May, whoso murriiegt hi so 
close at hand. 

Between two and throe p.m. the pro¬ 
fession started from the Canadian 
Pavilion on the march to Festival 
Hall. The visiting British military 
'organizations led the way. The pro¬ 
cession was headed by the band of the 
Grenadier Guards followed by a com¬ 
pany of tho Royal horse artillery, and 
detachments from the First Life 
Guards, the Fifth Royal Irish Lancers, 
the Eleventh Hussars, tho famous 
Black Watch rogiment, the Connaught 
Rangers, the King’s Royal Rifles, and 
Capt. Rawson’s Infantry. Before Fes¬ 
tival Hall was entered an impressive 
scene was enacted in Transportation 
Building in tho presence of 10,000 
people. In this building is an exact 
model of large dimensions of the great 
English buttle ship “Victoria,” which 
was run into and sank a few days ago 
in the Mediterranean by 0110 of tho 
other battle ships of the fleet, taking 
to the bo tom of tho sea with her from 
three to four hundred of the crew in¬ 
cluding tho chief naval officer in com¬ 
mand of tho fleet. Ever since the news 
of the sad catastrophe reached Jackson 
Park tho “Victoria Model,” as it is 
called, has been tho object in Trans¬ 
portation Building of constant and in¬ 
tense interest. It was at onco on re¬ 
ceipt of the news, draped in deep 
mourning, and tho ordinary rush of 
tho visiting throng through the build¬ 
ing would slacken as the “ Victoria 
Model ” was approached. In its sombre/ 
presence the visitor would instinctive¬ 
ly stop, and silently gaze on the 
mourning \ ictoria, no doubt with 
feelings of solemn contemplation of the 
awful spectacle in his mind of the 
great ship sinking with so many 
human lives to the bottom of the Med- 
iterranean ! llio impressive ceremony 
referred to was tho halt of the military 
! at Transportation Building to pay a 
tribute to the memory of their follow 
| soldiers and officers, who were lost 
with the Victoria. In the solemn 
presence of tho re-draped Victoria tho 
1 uind played tno “Dead March in Saul" 
while tho stalwart British soldiery 
*• presented arms.” 

- But the transition from tho “ grave 
to the gay,” especially here in this 
“whole world in a park,” where every 
and all sides of life can be seen, and 
not only the sides but the top and the 
bottom,—the transition is so rapid and 
the change so great that any one 
afflicted with anything like a wide 
range of sentiment must occasionally 
catch for his breath in order to retain 
his mental balance The scene is now 
changed. We enter the great^Festival 
Hall and the band strikes tipp'different 
airs from dead marches, and the 
orators of different languages engage 
the multitude with different tliomes. 
Fjrst we had the patriotic, impassion¬ 
ed, super loyal, English oratory ; and 
then tho fiery, finished, red-hot elo¬ 
quence of the French language. After 
that came the American oratory which 
was neither English nor French, and! 
which came within an ace of “busting” I 
the celebration of Dominion Day in' 
Chicago ! 

After Hon. G. R. R. Cockburn, M.P., i 
Toronto, and honorary commissioner 1 


to have given offence to any Canadian 
no matter how loyal or patriotic he 
might be. The Mother Land aijd her 
two daughters—Canada and United 
States- are said to stand far ahead of. 
all others in freedom of speech as well 
as liberty of conscience. Why, then, 
could not tho Mayor of the great city 
of Chicago utter his sentiments as to 
tho union of the two daughters, at a 
social uud fratornal us well as inter¬ 
national gathering, without being 
nearly hissed off the platform? The 
Mayor said that thcro wero no two 
countries in tho world that had the 
long dividing line between them found 
between Canada and the U.S.—a line 
over which tho Canadian can reach 
hands to his brother in the U.S. —that 
tho interests of the two countries are 
mhtual — that “ thore is a destinj' 
which is bringing us togother and 
which must, sooner or later, -perhaps 
it will be later, but iu my opinion,” 
said tho Mayor with a good nutured 
smile, “it will he sooner- when the 
t wo countries will he united under one 
flag which shall float from tho Arctic 
regions of tho north to to sun-kissed 
tropics of tho Gulf of Mexico.” This 
was moro than some few “ trooly 
loil” Canadian patriots could stand, 
and they gave tho speaker such a 
vigorous and long continued hissing 
as nearly drove him from the platform. 
But while these were hissing perhaps 
over half tho audience wero applaud¬ 
ing, which had tho effect of keeping 
the speaker on his feet though he very 
soon changed his subj ;ct. In the 
midst of the hubbub an inefdont oc¬ 
curred which made matters much 
worse for all concerned. An excited 
Canadian on tho platform, brim full of 
loyalty no doubt, and by this time 
presumably boiling over with indigna¬ 
tion at tho bare idea of kith and kin 
uniting in wedlock, rushed to one of 
tho British Hugs near by and attempt¬ 
ed to wrench it from its placQ that he 
might flaunt it in the face of the man 
who dare utter such conjugal senti¬ 
ments. He however didn’t succeed in 
gutting the flag but only succoedod in 
tearing it. But a few hothouds in the 
audicnco like himself noticing the 
move on his part, were foolish enough 
to imagine that he was an enemy try¬ 
ing to haul down their flag; and this 
of course just frenzied them, and it 
was at this juncture that tho meeting 
was likely to break up in confusion, 
disorder, and a very high temperature. 
Of course the Mayor, not seeing tho 
flag movement behind him, supposed 
tho wliolo demonstration was against 
himself. I have no doubt that tho 
news will go out fur and wide, that a 
Yautoe tried to haul down tho British 
flag while tho Mayor of Chicago was 
advocating annexation., I was on tho 
platform myself, saw what took place, 
and lienrd what was said. I was 
ashamed of some of my countrymen 
who had so much more loyalty in thoir 
licurts than self control or common 
sense iu their heads. Supposing the 
Mayor did manifest a certain amount 
of indiscretion and lack of taste in his 
remarks. He said nothing insulting— 
not one word offensive to any Briton 
or British subject. He spoke in the 
highest terms of England and Canada, 
and the peoplo of both countries. He 
expressed his opinion that Canada and 
his country ought to be united, and 


Was thero any harm in that? Was 
there anything about that to send a 
Canadian off into a red hot tangent or 
tantrum ? If the Mayor had said that 
Canada was a very good country, 
worth getting, but that the people were 
good-for-nothings, and that the U.S. 
intended sooner or later to lay hands 
on both and subjugate them and annex 
them, there could hardly have been a 
greater uproar.

THE CATTLE SCHEDULE 


OP JUT JON B D1FFEU AB TO WHETHER 
THE BTERR HAD PLEUMO. 


A country of the Teat ft Qnaetlonad— 
Deputy MinUtar Lowe of Ottuwe In 
Ceeflifent Tbere la No rieuro-Pnmi- 
monin I» (lanaila, 

London, July fl.—In announcing his do- 
oieiou lu tJio Huuto of Commons last night, 
that the exclusion of Cunadiau live itook 
from Great Britain must be maintained, 
Idr. Herbert Gardner, Preeidont of the Bri- 
CTih Board of Agriculture, stated thut Hie 
lungs of l He cattlo in question exhibited to 
the naked eye some deviations from the die* 
ease in the home-bred animal*. 

“But,'* he oontinuod, “the history of the 
disease lu North America shows clearly 
that tho plouro-pnoumonla is as oontaglous 
and fatal there as here. Therefore I have 
no alternative for the present but to main¬ 
tain the slaughter of all animals at ths port 
of landing." y 

Mr. Gardner expressed regret at the do- 
oislon, but ho oould not disregard the ad- 
vioe of experts who, aftor a careful micro¬ 
scopic examination of the lungs of Cana¬ 
dian animals, confirmed the conclusions of 
veterinary offioers who ordered tho inspec¬ 
tion on tho ground that the animals suffer¬ 
ed from oontaglous pleuro pneumonia, 

Mr. Gardner addod that he was most 
anxious to giy# Canada ths benefit of ths 
doubt, but the opinion compelling him to 
plaoe the Dominion under suspicion also 
compelled him to order, according to the 
statutes, that all animals be slaughtered on 
landing. 

It mav bo stated, howovor, that in Cana¬ 
dian and Scotch circles there is a disposi¬ 
tion even now to question tho accuracy of 
the Government exports’ test. They base 
their dissent on the fact that tho lungs of 
-the suspected Canadian cattle do not at all 
resemble those takon from English cattle 
which had the disease, and they quote the 
opinions of Hunting and other “unofficial" 
experts, who, after having examined the 
cattle’s lungs, declared the disease was non- 
oontaglous. 

NO PLEURO IN CANADA. 

Deputy Minister I.owe Confident Canada 
Is Fr«o From the Disease. 

Ottawa, July G. —Deputy Minlstor Lowe 
of ths Agriculture Department was shown 
a cable despatch stating that Herbert 
Gardner, Preeidont of tho Board of Agri¬ 
culture, said that a mlcroscopio examina¬ 
tion of the lungs of animals landed ou the 
steamer Lake Winnipeg had proved that 
these animals had boon affected with 
pleuro-pneumonia, ond that tho pro¬ 
hibition against Canadian cattlo must 
be maintained. “The despatch seems 
to be official," said Mr. Lowe, “but for 
all that I am convinced that there is 
no pleuro-pneumonia in Canada, and 
also that no oattlo affeoted with pleuro* 
pneumonia had landed in Britain from Can¬ 
ada. Wherever the oattle may have come 
from they were not Canadian cattle. Every 
Canadian veterinary surgeon is of this 
opinion." Mr. Smith is also of that 
opinion." + 

0 -U^Any report from Sir Charlos Topper ?’’ 
H No, we have had no report on the sub 
ject. All that wo know of tho matter is 
from this despatoh." 

Mr. Lowe said that the British farmers 
were no doubt using every effort to main¬ 
tain prohibition against Canadian cattlo. 

SIR CHARLES YUPPER CABLES- 

Confirming the Statement That Pleuro 
Dad B»cn Found. 

Ottawa, July G.—A oablo received from 
Sir Charles Tupper confirms tho statement 
that pleuro-pneumonia has been found to 
exist among the oattle reoontly landed from 

Canada. 

These cattle were brought from Pilot 
Mound, Northwest Territories, which 
points to the possibility of tho disease hav¬ 
ing been broaght into tho country through 
laxity in enforoiug quarantidb regula¬ 
tions there in admitting settlors’ cattle 
without quarantine.

BY A GASOLINE EXPLOSION- 

A Jackson Woman Kntnlly Hunted While 
Cleaning Drapery.

Huspioion fell on Charlee Ford, a trusty 
oar lorcmnn of the Chicago and Grand 
Trunk Railway. In hie capacity he had 
the freedom of all cars at all times, postal 
employes had implicit confidence in him 
ana paid no particular attention to his 
coming and going.
